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Francis Andrle -— Biography 


Francis Andrle was born November 16, 1835 at Zdislav No.22, in eastern 
Bohemia, then part of Austro-Hungary, now in theCzech Republic. Zdislav is a 
small. community just south of the town of Luze. The nearest town, population 
1275 in 1952, Luze is seven miles southwest of Vysoke Myto and was noted as a 
summer trout fishing resort. Zdislav No. 22 was the home of his mother, 
Josepha Odehnalova and her parents Frantisek Odehnal, miller of Zdislav No. 
22, and Anna Rejmanova from Mokra Lhotka No. 14. The midwife was Josefa 
Ullman from Luze No. 109. 


He was baptized the same day in St. Bartholomew Church in Luze by Jan 
Salasek, chaplain. Sponsors were his grandfather Frantisek Odehnal, miller 
from Zdislav No. 22 and his grandmother Eleonora Cechova, wife of Vaclav 
Andrle, a waterman from Kosumberk No. 21. His parents, Vincenc Andrle, a 
tanner of the Catholic faith from Kosumberk No. 21, and Josepha Odehnalova, 
also of the Catholic faith from Zdislav No. 22, were married the following 
year on September 28, 1836 in Luze. 


A note in the church register of births says that a Baptismal 
certificate was issued April 1, 1852 for the purpose of obtaining a passport. 


His father Vincenc Andrle was born June 3, 1808 at Kosumberk No. 21, the 
son of Vaclav Andrle, manorial waterman from Kosumberk No. 21 and Eleonora 
Cechova from Tremosice No. 3. Kosumberk is another small community just 
southeast of Luze and is noted for the ruins of 14th century Kosumberk 
castle. Vincenc Andrle probably died after his last son was born in 1850 and 
before 1852, when Francis left for America. 


Francis was the eldest of five children. His brother Vaclav, born March 
21, 1838, was a choir director and died without leaving a family. Alois, 
born March 14, 1843, was a Gendarme and had a son who was a trick rider in a 
circus and a daughter who "got into some kind of trouble and was forced to 
leave Luze." His sister Eleonora, born January 17, 1846, "devoted herself to 
the theater", married an engineer and was said to be living in Croatia. The 
youngest brother, Bedrich, was born September 6, 1850. 


Francis Andrle left Bohemia for America in 1852 at age 17, according to 
family tradition to escape military service, for which he is supposedly to 
have "forfeited his birthright." He was said to have been a music student at 
the University of Prague. Many of the Prague University students and 
professors were involved in the revolutionary activity ‘from March 1848 to 
spring 1849, and after the June uprising, the students were being subjected 
to arbitrary recruitment by the military authorities. However, Francis does 
not seem to have been old enough to have been involved and no evidence exists 
to support the tradition. ms 


Among the papers that he brought with him to Buffalo, are four school 
grade reports. The first, dated September 20, 1848 states "Frantisek Andrle 
from the community of Zdislav, a pupil in the second grade of the parish 
school in the town of Luze, has attended school diligently, conducted himself 
well in matters of deportment, and learned the prescribed subjects as 
follows: 


religion, reading (fraktur, Roman type, handwriting), handwriting (German 
Seripl, ROMam setup r) pdr ithnetie, Pronumelation, spelling and dictation, 
composition and grammar. Wherefore he deserves to be enrolled in the class of 
students with merit." 


The sceond 6reeore, dared Maren 6, ls49 "says "He Us Heresy Cert iited) by 
the Imperial and Royal elementary school at Policka that Franz Anderle has 
attended the 3rd grade in the school year 1849 very diligently, behaved very 
well, and has learned the prescribed subjects for the first semester as 
follows. Religious Imstruction, Bible history, the gospel, reading (frakeur 
type, German handwriting, Roman type, Roman script), arithmetic (with whole 
numbers, With fractions), handwriting (German — cursive, German — courk hand, 
Roman SCript), Gictatiwen and spelling, Correct Pronunciation, Inkroduckuoem Eo 
written essays, and reading and writing Latin words. Therefore, this student 
deserves to be placed Give the fimstvelass. 92 handwritten mote adds Made 
very good progress in Czech grammar and spelling."

AMSG among the papers brought to Buktalo was @ Verter Of reference aa 
follows: "To Whom It May Concern. The representatives of the United 
Parishes of Kosumberk and Zdislav have resolved to grant the request of 
Josefa Andrlova from Zdislav No. 22 with the consent of the guardian from 
Novy Hradec to give her son from the deceased Vincenc Andrle, Frantisek 
Andrile, the following certrvineate which he willl) meed Gm his further Pitre. As 
to the behavior of the above mentioned Frantisek Andrle, it was in every 
respect and at all times good and honorable as demanded by the authorities 
and nothing derogative can be said about him. For this reason we 
are able to give him this excellent testimony and to affirm it by our 
signatures and affixed seal. Signed by the representatives of the United 
Parishes of Kosumberk ana Zdislay on April dy lee2,™ 


He obtained an Austrian travel pass at the district capital, Pardubitz, 
Cie April) 9, 1852, “coarded a train at the Prague Railroad Suakion for Ene pore 
city of Bremen on May 10, 1852 and crossed the border into Saxony on May ll, 


1852. On the passport, valid for one year for travel from Kosumberk to 
America, he is described as having small stature, reddish-brown hair and 
brown eyes, occupation laborer, residence Kosumberk in Bohemia, business "to 
better his existence.” 


At Bremen, he took passage on the bark Wieland, of the Bremen Line, 
Gerhard Bremer master, burden 510 tons, which arrived in New York City on 
June 24, 1852. His name appears on the list with the cabin passengers: Franz 
Anderle, age 17, occupation workman, from Lusche, Austria Bohemia, to 
Buffalo. All of the other passengers originated from various parts of 
Germany except for Franz Mudroch, farmer, age 32 and his family, and Joseph 
Hrnitschko, cooper, age 26 and his family, who were both from Doll, which is 
a small community in Bohemia just south of Kosumberk. These were also the 
only passengers who gave Buffalo as their destination, except for two others, 
Peter Blucher and Wilhelm Roth who were both from Hesse in Germany. None of 
these passengers appear in the Buffalo City Directories in the early 1850's. 


Francis Andrle first appears in Buffalo in the 1851-52 edition of the 
Buffalo City Directory as a tailor living on Main Street near Goodell and in 
the 1852 edition living on the corner of Michigan and Cherry Streets. He 
does not appear in the 1853 edition. He brought with him a violin which has 
since been lost and a portfolio containing references, school papers, 
drawings, his passport and birth certificate. 


The index to the 1850 census of Buffalo lists a Francis Anderle, age 30, 
occupation tailor, wife Frances age 23, son Joseph, age 6 months, all born in 
Germany. No other information about this family has been found. In the 1854 
and 1855 editions of the Buffalo City Directory, Francis Anderle, occupation 
tailor, and Adalbert Mischka, occupation joiner, are both listed as living at 
the corner of Main Street and Burton Alley. 


In the 1855 census of Buffalo, Francis Andrle, age 20, born in Austria, 
three years a resident of Buffalo, is a boarder with the family of Adalbert 
and Wilhelmina Mischka, who were also both born in Austria and three years 
Fesident in Buttalo. Fitty years later, in 1905, the families of Francis 
Andrle's son Otto and Adalbert Mischka's son Edward lived next door to each 
other at 208 and 210 Riley Street. Adalbert Mischka and his family appeared 
in Buffalo after Francis Andrle, having come over on the ship Jason from 
Bremen, which arrived in New York on August 10, 1852. Their destination, 
according to the passenger list, was Michigan. 


A Marie Andrle married Adalbert Schlechta in Buffalo on July 20, 1854 
according to Erie County marriage records. She was most likely not related 
even though one of the witnesses to the marriage was Adalbert Mischka. 
Adalbert Schlechta, age 55, male, painter, and Marie Anderle, age 23, female, 
both appear on the passenger list of the ship Jason. Apparently, they came 
over together from Germany on the same ship with the Mischka family. 

Adalbert Schlechta, occupation gilder, lived at 569 Main Street in 1854 and 
ak S71 Main SLreet in 1835. 


A Barbara Anderle died in 1854 in Buffalo, New York, according to St. 
boule Charch records; 


Maria Theresa Anderle, aged 2, who died November 18, 1875 in Buffalo, 
New York, according to St. Louis Church records was probably Francis' 
daughter Maria Rosa. 


In the letter from the burgomaster of Luze in 1906 replying to a letter 
from Mila Andrle, Mrs. Charles Weyand, inquiring about remaining Andrile 
relatives in Bohemia, when listing Francis' brothers, he writes "therefore 
not Josef", implying that Mila Weyand thought that her father may have had a 
brother Joseph. Also, in reference to Francis' brother Alois, he writes 
"Alois was a Gendarme, not a Husar" which may imply that Mila Weyand knew of 
her uncle Alois and thought that he was a Husar. 


According to records in Erie County Hall, Francis Andrle filed an 
application to become a citizen on March 22, 1854. He became a naturalized 
citizen in Buffalo on October 22, 1858. Witnesses were John Neasick and 
Edward Flach. 


Francis Andrle married Catherine E. Kuchler at St. Louis Church in 
Buffalo on June 8, 1858. Witnesses to the marriage were Stephen Huber and 
Adelbert Mischka. She was born probably in Bavaria in August 1834, the 
daughter of Michael Kuchler and Mary Ann Huber, who were in Buffalo as early 
as 1839. Stephen Huber was probably related to her, possibly an uncle 
Or a brother. She supported the family by working as a seamstress after 
Francis died in 1877. She died in Buffalo on March 30, 1904. 


In 1860, according to the Federal Census, Frank Anderly and wife 
Catherine and their daughter Eleonora, age 1, were living in a house owned by 
Catherine's mother, Mary Ann Meyer, widow of Michael Kuchler and Peter Meyer. 
Also living in the house were Catherine's brother Michael Kuchler and her 
half-sister, Louisa Meyer. The two families, with the addition of two 
children, Adelbert and Frank Andrle, shared the same house in 1865. 


In 1870, Franz and Catherine Andrle, their children Eleonore, Adelbert, 
Otto and Bohumila lived with Catherine's mother, Mary Ann Kuchler, who still 
owned the house. 


Francis Andrle and his wife Catharine owned property in Buffalo from 
1871 until 1878 when Catharine Andrle sold the lot to her son-in-law Charles 
Weyand's father, Christian Weyand, and bought another lot on Boston alley. 
This lot measured 28 feet by 132 feet and was located on the east side of 
Washington Street, 270 feet north of the intersection with Goodell Street. 
The lot was originally purchased from Jabez Goodell on December 23, 1839 by 
Francis Andrle's father-in-law, Michael Kuchler, for $124.46. 


In 1875, Francis and Catharine Andrle, their children Eleonora, 
Adelbert, Otto, Bohumila and Alois shared the house with Catharine's half 
sister, Louisa Dentinger and her husband Philip Dentinger, and children 
Adele, Joseph, Lydia and Mary Ann Meyer who was the mother of both Louisa 
Dentinger and Catharine Andrle. 


In 1880, Catharine Andrle, her children Eleonora, Adelbert, Otto, 
Bohumila, Alois, and her mother Mary Ann Meyer were living at 14 Boston 
Alley. 


Francis Andrle and Catharine Kuchler had eight children, five of whom 
lived to adulthood, married and had families. Eleonora, the oldest, was born 
in Buffalo about 1859. Eleonora was a family name, and was the name of 
Francis' sister, aunt, grandmother and great-grandmother. Her first husband's 
name was Hauser. She married second, George Keim and had three children. 


Francis' oldest son, Adelbert W., born on November 23, 1862 in Buffalo, 
was possibly named after Adelbert Mischka. He married Mary Jacobea Kieffer 
on November 23, 1887 at St. Louis Church in Buffalo. They had two daughters, 
Albertine Ermina and Frances Eleonora. He was a prominent Buffalo musician 
and for many years a well known figure in orchestra pits of local theaters. 


Otto Francis was born January 1, 1865 in Buffalo and married Anna 
Wilhelmina Beutter on September 26, 1888 in Buffalo. He had three children, 
Armand Francis, Mercita Clarice, and Otto who died young. Otto Francis 
Andrle organized the St. Louis Dramatic Circle of St. Louis' Church. He was a 
leading man in Shakespearean roles with such famous names of the stage as 
Robert Mantell, Louis James, Edwin Mayo and Charles Hanford. Retiring from 
the stage, he formed an art studio where his skill as an artist earned him 
many important commissions including the windows for the Basilica of Our Lady 
of Victory in Lackawanna which he designed and painted. 


Bohumila Louise was born February 27, 1869 in Buffalo and married 
Charles M. Weyand on October 26, 1892 in Buffalo. They had four children. 


Alois Philip was the youngest son. He was born in Buffalo on March 21, 
1871 and married Rosa M. Breitwieser on November 23, 1898 at St. Louis Church 
in Buffalo. They had one daughter, Alma. 


The three children who died young were Bohumila, Francis and Maria Rosa, 
all buried in the family lot in Mount Calvary United French and German 
Cemetery in Butfalo. 


The Buffalo City Directory lists Francis Andrle's occupation as tailor 
from 1852 until 1655. From 1857 until 1874, he was a painter. Not until 
1875 was he listed as a musician. In 1851-52 he lived on Main Street near 
Goodell, in 1852 on the corner of Michigan and Cherry, in 1854, 1855, and 
1857 on the corner of Main Street and Burton Alley, in 1858 at 61 East 
Genesee Street, from 1860 until 1867 at 578 Washington Street and from 1868 
until 1877 at 811 Washington Street. After his death in 1877, his widow sold 
the house at 811 Washington Street and moved the family to 14 Boston Alley 
where they lived until about 1894. 


In an undated newspaper article, Otto Andrle, called "Son of Academy of 
Music Conductor" is quoted about his father as follows: 


"When Otto was 8 years old (1873), he conducted an orchestra composed of 
12 - 14 year old sons of former pupils of his father." 


"The elder Andrle studied music at the University of Prague, Austria and 
among the Buffalo musicians who learned to play under his guidance were 
Joseph Kuhn, Emil Wahle and Carl Mischka." 


"He was a member of the old Union Cornet Band of Buffalo which played at 
the Philadelphia Centennial in 1876 and gave evening concerts on Wednesdays 
and Sundays out Main Street in the Cold Spring district." 


"The elder Anderle was the leader of the orchestra of the old Academy of 
Music for many years. The orchestra played for stock companies. Opera 
companies brought along their singers and a few members for the orchestra, 
strengthening their number with the theater orchestra to 24 or 26 men." 


Francis Andrle was a member of the Union Cornet Band until the time of 
his death. Among Otto Andrle's papers is an invitation to the "Third Annual 
Festival of the Union Cornet Band" at Roth's New Hall, October 25, 1855. He 
was probably a member of the band for at least 22 years, from 1855 to 1877. 
The Union Cornet Band played summer evening concerts every Wednesday and 
Saturday at Schenkelberger's Hall at the corner of Main and Virginia streets 
in Buffalo. They also gave afternoon concerts at the Parade, and for a time, 
gave weekly concerts in Johnson Park. They frequently played at concerts and 
balls, parades, church dedications, union meetings and accompanied evening 
steamboat excursions on the lake and week end train excursions to places such 
as Bemus Point. The band also functioned as the regimental band for the 
Eagle Zouaves, Company "G" of the 74th Regiment, and went with them to the 
Centennial Exposition at Philadelphia in 1876. They also made a second trip 
to Philadelphia in 1876 with Company "D" of the Buffalo City Guard. 


A handwritten note in Otto Andrle's scrapbook said "The Holy Bible & 
Shakespeare comprise One Book of Gold! Daddys religion < Francis Andrle > ". 


On Thursday evening, September 20, 1877, the Buffalo Commercial 
Advertiser and Journal printed the following notice in the Local Matters 
column: "The Union Cornet Band is to give a concert this evening, for the 
benefit of an invalid member, Mr. Frank Anderle, who is much in need of this 
assistance, in consequence of protracted illness. The admission will be 
Twenty-five cents." 


Francis Andrle's death was reported in an article in the Buffalo 
Commercial Advertiser and Journal, Tuesday evening December 4, 1877: "Francis 
Anderle, an old member of the Union Cornet Band, and a competent musician, 
died at his home No. 811 Washington Street, on Saturday last, at the age of 
42 years, after a protracted illness. Deceased was an upright man, of 
a kindly disposition, and commanded the confidence and respect of his 
associates. The funeral ceremonies took place yesterday at St. Louis Church. 
The members of the Union Cornet Band were present as mourners, and the 
remains were escorted to Pine-Hill Cemetery by the Germania, Miller's, Kehr's 
and Young's bands. The members of the Union Cornet Band desire publicly to 
thank those belonging to the bands named above, for the respect shown the 
memory of the deceased, in turning out at his obsequies." 


On December 3, 1917, the Buffalo Evening Times printed the following in 
their column called This Day in Buffalo's History: "December 3, 1877, forty 
years ago today ... Francis Anderle, old member of the Union Cornet Band, 
dies at his home, No. 811 Washington Street, aged 42 years." 


Another similar newspaper clipping, source and date unknown said 
"Andrle, Francis, long a member of the Union Cornet Band, died on Saturday at 
his home in Washington St. The funeral cortege yesterday was led by the 
Germania, Miller's, Kehr's and Youngs bands.” 


Francis Andrle was buried in the family plot in the old section of Mount 
Calvary United French and German Cemetery on December 3, 1877. A small stone, 
no longer visible, said "Our Father, Francis W. Andrle.” 


Vincenc Andrle - Biography 


Vincenc Andrle was born June 3, 1808 in the village of Kosumberk, 
Bohemia, which was then part of the Austro-Hungarian Empire. His parents 
were Vaclav Andrle and Eleonora Cechova. He was the father of Frantisek 
Andrle who came to Buffalo in 1852. 


On September 28, 1836, he married Josepha Odehnalova in the village of 
Zdislav, Bohemia. She was the daughter of Frantisek Odehnal who was a miller 
in Luze, Bohemia, and his wife Anna Rejmanova. She was born about 1816 based 
on her age at the time of marriage. They were both Roman Catholic and were 
married in the parish which included the villages of Luze, Zdislav and 
Kosumberk. 


Witnesses to their marriage were Vaclav Cecetka, a saloon keeper from 
Luze and Jan Rejmann, a shoemaker from Nove Hrady. 


They had five children, Frantisek, Vaclav, Eleonora, Alois and Bedrich. 
Frantisek was born November 16, 1835 in Zdislav, Bohemia and came to Buffalo 
in 1852 when he was 17 years old. 


Information on Vincenc Andrle and Josepha Odehnalova has been obtained 
from the following: 


1. The birth certificate that Frantisek Andrle brought with him to Buffalo 
gives the names of his parents and all his grandparents. 


2. Information obtained from the State Provincial Archives in Zamrsk, 
Czechoslovakia in February 1978 confirmed the information on the birth 
certificate and added the names of the parents of Eleonora Cechova. 


3. A copy of the church record of the marriage of Vincenc Andrle and Josepha 
Odehnalova and of the record of the birth of their son Frantisek was obtained 
from the State Provincial Archives at Zamrsk in January 1991. 


Vaclav Andrle —- Biography 


Vaclav Andrle is the first of the name Andrle of whom anything is 
known. He was the grandfather of Frantisek Andrle who came to Buffalo in 
1852. 


On September 20, 1803, he married Eleonora Cechova in the village of 
Zdislav, Bohemia, which was then part of the Austro- Hungarian Empire. She 
was the daughter of Jan Cech who was a forest master or gamekeeper in 
Tremosice, Bohemia, and his wife Eleonora. They were both Roman Catholic and 
were married in the parish that included the villages of Zdislav, Luze and 
Kosumberk. 


Vaclav was born about 1777 based on his age at the time of marriage. 
His wife would have been born about 1783. His occupation at the time of his 
marriage has been translated as "manorial waterman". 


They had six children, Josefa, Josef, Vincenc, Anna, Filip and 
Eleonora. Their son Vincenc was born on June 3, 1808 in the village of 
Kosumberk, Bohemia and was the father of Frantisek Andrie who came to Buffalo 
in 1852. 


Information on Vaclav Andrile and Eleonora Cechova has been obtained 
from the following: 


1. The birth certificate that Frantisek Andrle brought with him to Buffalo 
gives the names of his parents and all his grandparents. 


2. Information obtained from the State Provincial Archives in Zamrsk, 
Czechoslovakia in February 1978 confirmed the information on the birth 
certificate and added the names of the parents of Eleonora Cechova. 


3. A copy of the church record of the marriage of Vaclav Andrle and Eleonora 
Cechova and of the record of the birth of their son Vincenc was obtained from 
the State Provincial Archives at Zamrsk in July 1991.

Known as “the German Letter,” this is a translation of a 1906 letter from the 
Burgermeister of the city of Luze giving his knowledge of Andrle family 
members remaining in Luze 54 years after Francis left. 


This letter was in reply to a letter from Mila (Andrle) Weyand according to 
Albertine (Andrle) Reilly. (See letter dated 26 October 1978.) 


The original, formerly in the possession of Armand Andrle, Buffalo, New York, 
then Armand S. Andrle of Bangor, Maine, is now in my possession. 


Luzi, the 31 August 1906 
Madam! 


Concerning your inguiry of the Andrle family of Luzi I can give the following 
information. Franz Andrle who died in America in 1877 was the son of the 
mill owner Andrle here. His brothers were Wenzl, Alois (therefore not Josef) 
and sister Eleanore. Of these four I can only tell more about two. Eleanore, 
who had devoted herself to the theater, has done well. She married an 
engineer whose name is unknown to me and is said to be living in Croatia, 
very well off too. Alois was a Gendarme, not a Husar. Concerning his family 
the following is known. His son, name unknown, was with the circus several 
years ago as a trick rider, and appeared in his hometown among other places. 
Since that time the Jung Circus has disbanded and young Andrle disappeared. 
His daughter seems to have gotten into trouble, because she was forced to 
leave Luze some time ago. Wenzl, who was a choir director or something 


Similar, died without leaving a family. With some certainty you can assume 
that of the named Andrile family here in this country the following still 
remain: Eleonore, Alois and his two children. If I should find out anything 


further, I will not fail to let you know. 


It might interest you to know that several days ago, a Mr. Emanuel Anderle 
died, certainly a branch of the here widespread Andrle Family. During his 10 
year sojourn in America he saved a respectable fortune and on his death bed 
willed his home town a considerable legacy. If only other noble persons after 
they have laid the base to their fortune across the sea, would have so much 
inclination and love of their old unforgettable home on that day. Please 
don't you forget the city of Luze either.

Francis Andrle - Geographical Notes 


The Columbia Lippincott Gazetteer of the World. J.B. Lippincott, 1952. 


Luze, village (pop. 1,275), E Bohemia, Czechoslovakia, 7 mi. SW of Vysoke 
Myto; summer resort noted for trout fishing. Ruins of 14th century Kosumberk 
castle are 7 mi. SW. 


Policka, town (pop. 5600), E Bohemia, Czechoslovakia, in Bohemian-Moravian 
Heights, on railroad and 31 mi. SE of Pardubice; heavy-munitions mfg; 
handmade footwear industry; lumber trade. 


Z2dislaw (Zdislav), about 1 mile SE of Luze and east of Kosumberg. 


Zdarske vrchy (Czechoslovak Road Map) 
Kartografie Praha 


Kosumberk: Ruins beginning in the 14th century, burnt down in 1573. There was 
a monastery built from 1600-1623, unoccupied from the year 1769. Today there 
are museum exhibits. During the reign of Prince (count? duke?) Slavata in the 
15th century a monastery was there. In the village there was a tuberculosis 
prevention clinic until 1901. Today there is a rehabilitation center. 


Luze: Gothic church with a tower over the spire with a wooden roof built in 
the 14th century. It was rebuilt in barracks style in 1846. The church "in 
Chlumkek” was built. from 1690-96 on an artificially made hilltop restored in 
the year 1892-97. Renaissance town hall from 1542, restored in the 18th 
century. Some Baroque style houses. Former Jesuit residence from 1672-82.

Here’s some things from the list you gave me that I found in my gazetteer (Columbia Lippincott 
Gazetteer of the world, 1952). I already gave you the entries for Luze and Kosumberg. 


First, what I didn’t find: 


Freilingen and Faigen: not found either in my gazetteer or on maps. I really wonder if these are 
incorporated places. I think I would have found them if they were and had a population of 10 or more! 
The map library here has.a long shelf full of gazetteers for all countries of the world (with lat-long), even 
so, my gazetteer had some towns that the library’s didn’t. 


Zdislaw (Zdislav): 49° 53’ N 16° 02’ E; Its about a mile or so SE of Luze and east of Kosumberg 
(Koschumbg on map). I already gave you copies of the map it is on. 


Rosenfeld: town (pop. 897) S Wurttemberg (with umlaut on wu); after 1945 in Wurttemberg-Hohenzollern, 
6 mi. W of Balingen; cattle. (Balingen is 12 mi. NE of Rottweil). (Columbia Lippincott Gazetteer of the 
world, 1952). Rosenfeld is about 38 km SW of Tubingen, and 15 km NNE of Rottweil (on the Neckar). 


I thought the long entry on Wurttemberg might be useful because it gives an overview of the history: 


Wurttemberg: former state of SW Germany, capitol was Stuttgart. Bounded by Baden (S,W,NW), Bavaria 
(NE,E,S), and Lake Constance (S, Swiss border); includes (S) partial enclave of Hohenzollern. 
Mountainous region including Swabian Jura (S) and Black Forest (W) drained by the Neckar. Originally 
inhabited by the Celts; occupied successively by Suebi, Romans, and Alemanni. Conquered (c. 500) by 
Clovis; major portion of territory fell to duchy of Swabia. From 12th C. on, Wurttemberg was ruled by 
counts, who acquired Swabian territory after dissolution of duchy. Count Eberhard V declared (1482) 
Wurttemberg holdings indivisible, and was created duke at Diet of Worms (1495). Reformation was 
introduced in 1534. Duchy was devastated in Thirty Years War, and during invasions of Louis XIV. Duke 
Frederick II (1797-1816) became (1803) elector and assumed (1806) title of king. As Napoleon’s ally he 
expanded his holdings to their final extent. Joined Allies in Nov. 1813. Constitution granted 1819. R.C. 
bishopric for Wurttemberg was established (1817) at Rottenburg. Siding with Austria, Wurttemberg was 
decisively defeated by Prussia at Tauberbischofsheim (1866); joined (1871) German Empire. Joined 
Weimar Republic 1919. In 1945 Wurttemberg divided into two parts, Wurttemberg-Baden (U.S. zone) in 
the N and Wurttemberg-Hohenzollern (Fr. zone) in S. 


Hilsbach: town (pop. 1837), N. Baden, after 1945 in Wurttemberg-Baden, 13 mi. ENE of Bruchsal; 
sandstone quarries. (Bruchsal is on the Saalbach, 12 mi. NE of Karlsruhe). Hilsbach is about 25 km SE 
of Heidel berg. 


The larger scale map is a 1:100,000 scale map from 1888 on microfiche. These copies are greatly enlarged. 
I think the map series corresponds to the other maps I gave you of Luze. The map library has all of the 
Germanys and the Austria-Hungary. There are more recent versions, and I could zoom out farther to get 
more of the surrounding area in if you want. While looking for the towns, I discovered that the lat-long 
back then was different. The zero meridian was about 17° 40’ farther west than the Greenwich Meridian. 
The Germans must have put it out in the middle of the Atlantic. Of course the Greenwich Meridian 
wasn’t agreed to until the 1870s or 1880s. I also found in the map library’s gazetteers that some German 
towns were listed as being about 3° farther north than they really are. I don’t know if this is simply an 
error, or the Germans were trying to waylay the allied bombers and no one has corrected the errors since! _ 
Three degrees is about 200 miles! If you need something else, let me know. Now that I know where to 
look, it would be much easier.

LUZE is an old town in Bohemia, today in district CHRUDIM. Until 1949 county VYSOKE MYTO. In 1890 273 
houses and 1500 inhabitants (Czech). 

The curch on the CHLUMEK hill is a pilgrimage church (Wahlfahrtskirche) of Our Lady (P. Marie), simultaneously 
the parrochial church. The owner of the estate invited Jesuits some in 1640s to suppress the protestant belief of 
the people. The Jesuits became later owner of the town and the whole estate. 


On another hill above the town the castle of KOSUMBERK is located, a seat of former estate where also Luze 
belonged to. The castle originates from the 14th century.In 15th and 16th centuries a property of famous Czech 
nobles SLAVATA of CHLUM and KOSUMBERK (until 1656). In 1684 the estated was dedicated to the Jesuit’s 
residence on CHLUMEK/LUZE. 1775 the Order was abolished and the estate was then bought by the princes of 
THURN-TAXIS.

i forgot to state if Kosumberk was populated by the Czechs or Germans. Sure, they were Czechs. The Czech- 
German language border was 30 - 40 km to the north-east. 

Kosumberk. i may have not written quite clearly that Kosumberk is today a part of the community LUZE (official 
name LUZE - KOSUMBERK) and than Kosumberk is not only ruins of the castle but also a small village bellow 
(15 houses and 100 inhabitants), in fact totally amalgamated to Luze.! was there several times - my ancestors 
are from that area as well. 

If it is family ANDRLE who originated from there, this is a Czech name, even if it sounds German. ONDRE, is a 
Czech equivalent for ANDREAS (Andrew). At the dawn when the family names started to became compulsory, 
some clerk at the estate had written instead of ONDREJ the German equivalents in registers and thus ANDREAS 
instead of ONDREJ appeared. Andreas has developed to Andres, Andresek, Andresik, Andera, Anderla, 
Anderle, Andrie. This could have been the way how your family name came into being.

Universities in Bohemia: 

1. University of Olomouc (had 628 students and 25 professors in 
1848) 

2. University of Prague, founded in 1348 (was 2nd largest in 
Hapsburg monarchy after Vienna, and had 2,114 students and 78 
professors in 1848.) 

3. Prague Polytechnic (for technical and engineering subjects with 1485 
students in 1848) 


A majority of the students at both Prague institutions came from Czech 
- speaking homes - but the professorial staff was almost entirely German - 
speaking and the lectures were conducted in German (a few were conducted in 
Latin). 


The students entering the polytechnic were less adequately trained than 
those entering the University and came from less affluent backgrounds. The 
university students entered the University directly from secondary school. 
These differences account for an attitude of superiority displayed by the 
Prague University students toward the Polytechnique students. They also 
account for the distinctly more radical conduct of the latter during the 
Revolutionary era. 


The Prague University and Polytechnique students were in the forefront 
of Revolutionary activity throughout the 1848 - 1849 period. 


The Petition of March 15 was signed by hundreds of students and many of 
the professors at the first great meeting of students during the 
Revolutionary era. 


After the June uprising, the students were being subjected to arbitrary 
recruitment by the military authorities. 


The Revolutionary period was from March 1848 to the spring of 1849.

The Boston Shipping List for 26 June 1852 lists the bark WIELAND as arriving 
at New York on 23 June 1852 from Bremen under command of Capt. Bremer. 


The 1852 edition of the French ship register Bureau Veritas lists the Bremen 
bark WIELAND, 435 tons, as built at Vegesack in 1848, and owned by D.H. 
Watjen & Co., registered at Bremen. 


Vegesack is located on the right bank of the Weser River at the mouth of the 
Hamme River about ten miles northwest of Bremen city center. 


The New-York Marine Register for 1857 lists the bark WIELAND, Captain 
Osteman, class A2, 360 tons, draft 14 feet, one deck and beams, white oak 
with iron and copper fastenings, metalled in 1854, built in Bremen in 1848, 
owned by Myer of Bremen, full model. 


The New York Daily Times for Thursday, June 24, 1852 in its Arrivals column 
on page 4 lists:

THE GERMAN LETTER 


Francis Andrle - The German Letter 


Known as “the German Letter,” this is a translation of a 1906 letter from the 
Burgermeister of the city of Luze giving his knowledge of Andrle family 
members remaining in Luze 54 years after Francis left. 


This letter was in reply to a letter from Mila (Andrle) Weyand according to 
Albertine (Andrle) Reilly. (See letter dated 26 October 1978.) 


The original, formerly in the possession of Armand Andrle, Buffalo, New York, 
then Armand S. Andrle of Bangor, Maine, is now in my possession. 


Luzi, the 31 August 1906 
Madam! 


Concerning your inquiry of the Andrle family of Luzi I can give the following 
information. Franz Andrle who died in America in 1877 was the son of the 
mill owner Andrle here. His brothers were Wenzl, Alois (therefore not Josef) 
and sister Eleanore. Of these four I can only tell more about two. Eleanore, 
who had devoted herself to the theater, has done well. She married an 
engineer whose name is unknown to me and is said to be living in Croatia, 
very well off too. Alois was a Gendarme, not a Husar. Concerning his family 
the following is known. His son, name unknown, was with the circus several 
years ago as a trick rider, and appeared in his hometown among other places. 
Since that time the Jung Circus has disbanded and young Andrie disappeared. 
His daughter seems to have gotten into trouble, because she was forced to 
leave Luze some time ago. Wenzl, who was a choir director or something 


Similar, died without leaving a family. With some certainty you can assume 
that of the named Andrle family here in this country the following still 
remain: Eleonore, Alois and his two children. If I should find out anything 


further, I will not fail to let you know. 


It might interest you to know that several days ago, a Mr. Emanuel Anderle 
died, certainly a branch of the here widespread Andrle Family. During his 10 
year sojourn in America he saved a respectable fortune and on his death bed 
willed his home town a considerable legacy. If only other noble persons after 
they have laid the base to their fortune across the sea, would have so much 
inclination and love of their old unforgettable home on that day.

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KOSUMBERK 


HISTORY OF CASTLE 


In the neighbourhood of the charming village Luze on return in the centre of the wide fold overhang 
a ruin castle and a further chateau Kosumberk, put into the shade today rather buoyant two-tower 
pilgrim church P. Mary on Chlumsko, built up on the verge of 17. century by kosumberk authorities 
at Jesuitical hall like a bastion of the recatholicization effort. 


The origin of the castle falls perhaps still to verge of the government of Premyslovci although the 
first mention combines by name of the former owner Ojir from Kosumberk and ties to year 1318. 
The oldest Gothic part also still distenctly contradistinguish from the later accessories. The primary 
castle occupied the tallest place on the return in the northwest lap of the present campus and had 
roughly speaking egg-shaped platform in whose forefront exceled to southwest reversing grandiose 
prismatic tower blocking castle on the easiest accessible places on the side of the attack. Two of her 
contrary party from present court reach therefore almost double power 3,80// on remaining two 
blocks in order to bear up against effects of projectile machines of the enemy. 


The castle during 14. century changed several owners until in year 1372 masters from Chlum, castle 
near Vikance, bought it and then started use the name from Chlum and Kosumberk after Slavata 
from Chlum and Kosumberk. That way Kosumberk recovered amont as Slavata's generic mansion 
and remained almost for three full centuries. About alteration and renewals from post/war period 
practically we don't know and also in late Gothic it was in all probability only complemented older 
defences. The best retaining corner prismatic pyramidal roof bastion remained from it south and 
except it we find even basement of two from six cylindrical towers known from view of the castle on 
a backround of the picture from first half of 18 century saved in present castle's museum. At diving 
line of the late Gothic and Renaissance the court gate set in the lowest lap marked with year 1544 
near by it the keying gun-pit stayed. Own entrance to the castle was protected at the same time 
constructed fore-gate held from two sides of the building which is dated into period before 
Renaissance because of the dado of the grilled window downstairs in forefront with soft intersect 
shaped. 


In 1547 the former owner DiviS Slavata was punished of the sovereign for attendance at unsuccessful 
revolt against Ferdinand, because he was discharging the function of one from twelve directors, but 
soon he gained forgiveness. About the new bloom of the manor it deposes, that Mr Divi§ already in 
1560 displayed in one of his letters his plan to rebuild KoSumberk by the model of castle of 
Jindtichtv Hradec. Since from the verge of 15. century the basic changes happened in the economic 
standards and the world-view as well and the feudal master already was run short with his income, 
which the rent from land created and that’s why the medieval knight changed into newly-made 
landowner, who farmed in own charges. According to the later list we know, that except of the large 
woods, several villages and the small town Luze they belonged two yards, two mills, five ponds and 


of course even the necessary lordly brewery, still standing near by ruins and the hop-garden.

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In 1573 Kosumberk was broken by fire caused with the thunderstroke. Next to the fire the extensive 
reparations and reconstruction followed. The castle was sorting after them to the best-looking ones in 
the old region of Chrudim and because it also held strength character, in the uncertain time before 
the fight on Bila Hora they saved here /noblemen and also the surrounding inhabitants/ the important 
documents and valuable things. 


During the thirty-year war the castle was desolated by reason of the lack of money and of the war by 
reason thet Swedisch came trough surroundings of Kosumberk in years 1639, 1643, 1645 and 1648. 


The last Slavata died in 1654 (Henry) - and his widow called Marie Maxmiliana, who remarriaged in 
1656, made over the castle into the to possession to the lineage of Hieserl from Chod. In 1684 she 
moved to the court below the pilgrim’s chapel on Chlumek, which even in the year of her death in 
1690 was rebuilt to the present church. She established the church on Chlumek for the Jesuits. She 
left them, except the part of the manor, also the castle Kosumberk, but because they didn’t live there, 
it fell into the desolation, that in 1769 the first floor got unuseful. 


THE INTERIER OF THE CASTLE 


The equipment of the castle during the reign of the most famous member of the tribe, DiviS 
Lacembok Slavata (1600-1623), is shown in the juridical survey from the year 1623. The castle "well 
and expensive" built was complemented with the valuable furniture, carpets, clothing, it is 
commemorated here the generic picture-gallery, blaster weapons, equipment and outfit for eighteen 
horse and twenty infantry divisions, in the kitchen there is a big kettle and next six kettle-drums big 
and six smaller ones, in the stable there are six horses for the lord, the mare for the lady , seven 
horses for the carriage, two chamber carriages , bassinet etc. There used to be also the brother's 
room, the archiv and the school in the castle, where among the young aristocrats formerly the later 
general Albrecht from Vald8tejn, studied before his uncle refered him to the Jesuits from Olomouc, 
and also the blackly noted William Slavata, from 1623 the owner of the manor. He with the help of 
of the Jesuits finished recatholicization of the dependants, with using the economic pressure and the 
torture as well. 


THE PRESENT TIME 


From 1953 the castle is the national property and serves like an important cultural sight. At present 
this - once upon a time non-oversighting - jewel of the Chrudim district commemorates the ruin, 
where excels first of all the forenamed dungeon and the former house of burgrave - today's the castle 
museum.

The Boston Shipping List for 26 June 1852 lists the bark WIELAND as arriving 
at New York on 23 June 1852 from Bremen under command of Capt. Bremer. 


The 1852 edition of the French ship register Bureau Veritas lists the Bremen 
bark WIELAND, 435 tons, as built at Vegesack in 1848, and owned by D.H. 
Watjen & Co., registered at Bremen. 


Vegesack is located on the right bank of the Weser River at the mouth of the 
Hamme River about ten miles northwest of Bremen city center. 


The New-York Marine Register for 1857 lists the bark WIELAND, Captain 
Osteman, class A2, 360 tons, draft 14 feet, one deck and beams, white oak 
with iron and copper fastenings, metalled in 1854, built in Bremen in 1848, 
owned by Myer of Bremen, full model.

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their irregularity. In the old days they were 
thought by many people to turn eventually into 
geese, hence the name barnacle goose, and in 
some papers published by the Royal Society of 
London in its early days, the process is actually 
described. The origin of this odd belief may lie in 
the fact that their foot is long and pectinated like 
a feather. 


BARNEY, JOSHUA (1759-1818), American 
naval officer, was born in Baltimore, Maryland. 
He went to sea when he was 12 and showed 
exceptional ability when command of a mer- 
chantman devolved on him at the age of 15. He 
was the sailing master of the Hornet, in the squad- 
ron of Esek * Hopkins, and had a part in the 
capture of New Providence Island. He was com- 
missioned a lieutenant in June 1776 and served 
in the sloops Wasp and Sachem. He was ex- 
changed after being captured, and became first 
lieutenant of the Virginia, in which he was cap- 
tured for the second time. He was first lieutenant 
of the Saratoga when captured for the third time, 
escaped once, was recaptured and sent to Mill 
Prison, near Plymouth, England. Escaping again 
he managed to get to France and finally reached 
Boston in December 1781. 

When the Congress authorized the construc- 
tion of six frigates, in 1794, as a consequence of 
Algerine seizures of American shipping, Presi- 
dent Washington nominated Barney to be one of 
the original six captains of the U.S. Navy. 
He was ranked fourth among the nominees, but

declined the appointment because of his jealousy 
of Silas Talbot who was ranked third. He then 
served for six years, 1796-1802, in the French 
Navy. 

On the outbreak of the War of 1812, Barney 
sailed from Baltimore in the * privateer Rossie. 
In a period of ninety days he captured, sank, or 
otherwise destroyed eighteen enemy merchant 
vessels and took 217 prisoners. The value of the 
ships and cargoes captured and destroyed was 
about $1,500,000, but the expense of the cruise 
and the high duties on prize cargoes left 
relatively little * prize money for Barney or his 
officers and men. On 25 April 1814 he was given 
a captain’s commission in the U.S. Navy. He was 
assigned to duty in Chesapeake Bay but his total 
force was only three gunboats and ten pulling 
barges, with about 500 men. He was compelled 
to burn these small vessels in the Patuxent River, 
near Upper Marlborough, to prevent them falling 
into the hands of the British, and he then 
marched towards Washington. He distinguished 
himself by his cool and determined stand at 
Bladensburg with his sailors and a small force of 
marines. The British troops advancing towards 
Washington were veterans who had served under 
Wellington in Spain, and they drove Barney from 
his position by outflanking him after the raw 
militia had fled, he himself being wounded and 
captured. 


BARQUE) Or BARK, a sailing vessel with three 


masts, square-rigged on the fore and main and 
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62 BARQUENTINE 


fore-and-aft rigged on the * mizen. (See diagrams 
of rigs, under RIG.) Until the mid-19th century, 
barques were relatively small sailing ships, but 
later were built up to about 3,000 tons, par- 
ticularly for the grain and nitrate trade to South 
American ports round Cape Horn. Four-masted 
and even five-masted barques were later built 
for this trade, ranging up to about 5,000 
tons. See alsO FRANCE, JACKASS-BARQUE. 
Barques are now obsolete as trading vessels, 
though there may be one or two small ones still 
used for inter-island trade in the Pacific, but 
several of the larger ones are still retained in 
commission as sail training ships while others 
have been preserved in many countries as 
museum ships and examples of the great days of 
sail. In the U.S.A. the term is always bark, never 
barque. 


BARQUENTINE, occasionally BARKEN- 
TEEN, a vessel resembling a * barque but square- 
rigged on the foremast only, main and * mizen 
being fore-and-aft rigged. (See diagrams of rigs, 
under RIG.) 


‘BARRACK STANCHION’, said of a naval 
officer or rating who spends long periods of his 
service in barracks or a shore establishment and 
seldom serves at sea. 


BARRATRY, any fraudulent act on the part of 
the * master or crew of a ship committed to the 
prejudice of her owners or underwriters, such as 
deliberately casting her away, deserting her, sell- 
ing her, or even diverting her from her proper 
course with evil intent. 


BARRICADE, a rail supported by posts across 
the forward end of the * quarterdeck of a sailing 
man-of-war, the spaces between the posts being 
filled before going into action with rope mats or 
spare cable, and with nettings above the rail for 
the stowage of hammocks. The purpose of the 
barricade was to provide protection for those 
whose action station was on the quarterdeck 
from small arms fire from enemy ships. 


BARRICADO, an old: naval term of the 17th 
century for a tender, a small oared or sailing boat 
which attended warships in harbour as an odd- 
job boat. It was usually civilian or dockyard 
manned and not one of a warship’s boats. 


BARRICO (pron. breaker), a small cask which 
was designed for use in ships’ boats, filled with 
fresh water and kept permanently in the boat for 
survival purposes in the event of the boat being 
used as a lifeboat in cases of shipwreck, etc. It is 
also known as a *breaker, but barrico is the 
more ancient word, having been in maritime use 
since the 16th century. 


BARRIER REEF, a protective reef of coral 
formed offshore along a length of coast or en- 
circling smaller islands, in each case being 
separated from the land by a channel of navig- 
able water. The most notable example is the 
Great Barrier Reef which stretches for 1,200 
miles along the north-east coast of Australia op- 
posite Queensland; there are others in the 
Bermudas and other groups of islands mainly in 
tropical waters. They are caused by the rapid 
growth in seawater of coral which builds up into 
a ridge at sea level. 


BARRON, JAMES. (1768-1851), American 
naval officer, achieved a good deal of notoriety 
over the “Chesapeake affair’, one of the more 
publicized incidents which led to war between 
Britain and the U.S.A. in 1812. 

He had entered the U.S. Navy as a lieutenant 
in 1798 and had served under John * Barry in the 
frigate * United States, being recommended for 
promotion. With the rank of captain he com- 
manded the frigates * Essex and * President in the 
Mediterranean, but his conduct was called into 
question on the ground that he spent too much 
time in Italian ports. Nevertheless, in 1807 he 
was selected to command the Mediterranean 
Squadron and sailed from Hampton Roads in his 
flagship * Chesapeake. When east of Cape Henry 
he was stopped by the British frigate Leopard 
with a demand for the return of three alleged 
British deserters. On his refusal to hand the men 
over, the Leopard opened fire, and Barron, 
unable to clear the Chesapeake for action as her 
decks were still littered with stores, tried to sur- 
render his ship. Any form of surrender was 
refused by the British ship, and the Leopard 
sailed away after removing a number of men 
alleged to be British deserters. The Chesapeake, 
slightly damaged as a result of the action, 
returned to Hampton Roads. 

Barron was tried by court martial on a charge 
of cowardice, but was convicted only on the 
charge of neglecting to clear his ship for action. 
He had, in fact, réported her as ready for sea 
twenty-one days before she sailed. He was 
sentenced to be suspended for five years, 
during which time he served in the French 
Navy. On his return to the U.S.A. he applied 
for a new appointment at sea, but was refused. 
Barron then made charges that Stephen 
*Decatur, who was an officer junior to him, 
had borne false witness against him at his 
court martial, and challenged him to a duel. 
Unwisely Decatur was taunted into accepting 
the challenge against the advice of many senior 
Officers. The duel took place at Bladensburg on 
22 March 1820 and Decatur was mortally. 
wounded by Barron, who himself suffered a 
wound in the thigh. See also BAINBRIDGE, 
William.

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Finding The Ships 
of Your Ancestors 
By Edward A. Peckwas 


If you're as curious as I, I’m sure you must 
have thought about the ships that brought 
your ancestors to these shores. Could any 
drawings or even photos have survived? 
How could I find out? Well, the 1900 Fed- 
eral Census gave me a starting point of 1887, 
the year of arrival. So now my search began. 

While on vacation some years ago, I sche- 
duled a full day of research at the LD.S. 
Genealogical Library, Salt Lake City, UT. I 
remember going thru the Index of the 
Direct Route of the Hamburg Passenger 
Lists, over and over again, without finding a 
name even remotely resembling PRUCH- 
NIEWSKI. As I sat there reviewing the oral 
history of the family, I suddenly remem- 
bered a small pitcher my great grandmother 
bought in England on the passage to Amer- 
ica. The nice thing about being in the 
research library in Salt Lake City is that you 
can go directly to the file drawers and get 
your own film without waiting two or three 
months. So, I went back to the file drawers 
which held the Index to the Indirect Route 
of the Hamburg Passenger Lists,and there I 
found my great grandparents, Leon Pruch- 
newsky and his wife Catharina (German 
spelling). The document told me a great 
deal. They were traveling to Nord Amerika 
via Liverpool, on the ship, AATRONOM, the 
Captains name was Michelsen, and their 
destination was Hull, England, the date was 
April 15, 1887. The document went on to 
say they were traveling with another couple, 
Josef and Rosalie Walczak and their child 
Anton. It gave the ages of all five, and most 
important it provided the name of the vil- 
lage they came from, Czyborge (Sciborze ) 
Polen. 

Armed with the name of the ship, I dis- 
covered that there were Maritime Museums 
that collected photos of sailing and steam 
ships. I am including a list of those that 
answered my letter of inquiry, as to a photo 
or drawing of the ship.

No survey rating information is given for the WIELAND, which is unusual. 
Also, the tonnage is given as 512 in the first reference I am sending 
you and 435 above, which also seems strange. Could the bark have 

been enlarged between 1857 & 1859? .This is the only vessel named 
WIELAND listed (as opposed to 34 vessels named HELENE, for example). 


I looked at the reference you gave above, _Ships of Our Ancestors_ and 
also the references _North Atlantic Seaway_ and _Passenger Ships of the 
World Past & Present_, which were referenced in a message on ROOTS-L 
last December (enclosed with my mailing to you). Unfortunately for us, 
these books only cover steamships, but they do a pretty good job of that 
if you're interested in steamships.

He be- 
came noted for his hospitality and his 
goad table when he conducted a restau- 
rant In connection with the saloon, as-in 
the case of the Muate Hail and restau- 
rant. Mr, Schenkelberger’s saloons and 
restaurants Were familly resorts princl- 
pally for people of German descent, 

When the Rebellion broke out Mr. 
Hchenkelberger enlisted in Wiedrich's 


ly of men of German blood. and waa 
elected to a second Heutenancy In that 
organization. Mr. Schenkelberger proved 
hinoself a brave and gallant soldler, The 
organisation left Buffalo on Oct, 16, 1861. 
Lieut, Schenkelberger was with the ha t- 
tery Inallof its carly Aghts—Cross Keys, 
Freeman's Ford and the second battle 
of Bull Run. This last battle, which 
was fought on Aug. 30, 1862, ended Lieut. 
Schenkelberger’s career as a soldier, for 
| then he had once of his legs shot off close 


| to the body. 
After hia recovery to health, Mr.

The Union Cornet Band of Buffalo 
By Christopher Andrle 


The Union Cornet Band first appeared in Buffalo in 1851 when, on June Sth, an advertisement appeared in 
the Buffalo Morning Express announcing that "The Union Brass Band... respectfully inform the citizens of 
Buffalo and vicinity that they are prepared to furnish music for funerals, processions, excursions, &c." The 
following day, the Express said “We would call attention to the card of the Brass Band. It is composed of 
young men of respectability and industry, who have accomplished themselves in music during odd hours 
when their daily duties did not call for their time, and who are entitled to encouragement for their 
perseverance and skill in acquiring a good practical knowledge of the concord of sweet sounds." 

The advertisement, which was dated June 4, 1851, appeared in the paper daily until July 10, 1851. 


For the next thirty or more years, the Union Cornet Band was one of the most prominent musical 
organizations in the city. During this time, there was hardly a parade or celebration in the city that did not 
include the Union Cornet Band. In addition to their regular Wednesday and Saturday night concerts at 
Schenkelbergers Hall on the corner of Main and Virginia Streets in the Cold Spring District, they gave 
regular outdoor concerts in the parks. They played for private parties and funerals, on train excursions and 
steamboat excursions, at picnics and balls, at church dedications and in parades and benefit concerts. 


The band, however, may not have met with immediate success. The notice which first appeared on June Sth, 
1851, was repeated almost every other day for over a month, yet their first recorded appearance is not found 
until seven months later. On Monday evening, January 5, 1852, a “Grand Vocal and Instrumental Concert of 
the Union Brass Band” took place at the concert hall for the benefit of the poor children of St. Mary’s 
Church School. The band faced some competition during this period. Already active were W.H. Barnhart's 
Buffalo Cornet Band and Delvechio & Co.’s Band. 


The next known public performance of the Union Brass Band was on a pleasure excursion to Dunkirk 
aboard the steamer Empire which took place on Monday, June 20, 1853, "for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses of their new uniforms. The boat will leave the foot of Commercial street, at half past 9 o'clock 
A.M. The members of the band will spare no exertions to render this trip a pleasant and satisfactory day's 
recreation to all." By October 1854, the band was known as the Union Cornet Band, a name which would be 
retained until the 1874 reorganization when reed instruments were added. 


In 1853 (October? ---find this in newspapers --- need more research?) the First Annual Festival of the Union 
Brass Band was held on (?) at (?). This apparently was an attempt to make themselves more well-known. 
Their Second and Third Annual Festivals were held in October 1854 and October 1855 at Roth's New Hall 
at the corner of Michigan and Cypress streets. 


During the Civil War, some members of the Union Cornet Band, including the four Nebrich brothers, joined 
the Regimental Band of the 21st New York Regiment. The rest of the band members kept up a regular 
schedule of events in Buffalo throughout the war. After the War, the band served as the Regimental Band 
for the 74th Regiment of the New York National Guard and made two trips to the Philadelphia Centennial 
Exposition in 1876. 


Years later, Otto F. Andrle, son of long time band member Francis Andrle, recalled the Wednesday and 
Saturday evening concerts at Schenkelbergers Hall. "Grand concerts, those, out Main street in the Cold 
Spring district. Whole families gathered about, glasses of bubbling beer on the tables in the beer gardens, 
while the brasses thrilled and moaned, and hummed music of the masters and music of the day. The 
Clements were there, and the Carys, and the Drullards, the Blochers, and the Schoellkopfs and Philip 
Becker, Conrad Diehl, and Augustus Scheu. It was a bit of the old world and the new - that beer garden." 


Schenkelberger's Hall was described in an Express article in June 1874 at the inauguration of the regular 
series of summer night concerts. "The hall has been renovated and repainted, and with its high roof and _ 


spacious interior will prove to be a refreshingly cool and comfortable place to spend an evening when the 
real hot weather sets in. The floor was thickly scattered over with chairs and tables, and baskets of trailing 
plants were suspended from the beams overhead. The yard back of the hall, which has been floored and 
covered over with an awning of white cloth, will accommodate a large number of guests, and is the most 
attractive spot about the premises.” 


In 1874, the band was reorganized as the Union Cornet Reed Band under the direction of Louis H. Plogsted. 
Plogsted had become a member of the band in 1865 at the age of 17, when Professor Federlein was the 
conductor. Plogsted became the conductor in 1873 upon the retirement of Federlein. This was the first 
military band using reed instruments in the city, and gave its first concert at St. James Hall, May 29, 1874. 
At this time, the band was composed of 28 pieces, 2 e flat clarinets, 4 b flat clarionets, 1 piccolo, 2 bassoons, 
2 b flat cornets, 2 e flat trumpets, 4 horns, 2 trombones, 1 euphomium, 3 e flat basses, 1 bass trombone, 1 
big drum, 1 pair of cymbals, 2 small drums and 1 triangle. 
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During the summer of 1876, the Union Cornet Band was holding it’s regular series of Wednesday and 
Saturday evening concerts at Schenkelberger’s Hall, as well as a series of afternoon concerts at the Parade. 
The Saturday evening concert for July 22 was held instead on Friday, July 21, so that the band could join 
Company G of the Seventy-Fourth Regiment on an excursion to the Centennial Exhibition in Philadelphia. 
At this concert, by permission of Colonel Evans, they wore, for the first time, their new regimental uniforms, 
recently purchased in New York. 


On Saturday evening, the band members wore their elegant new uniforms as they marched through 
drenching rain from the armory down to the Central depot. They arrived in Philadelphia on Sunday, July 23, 
where they stayed four days. While in Philadelphia, they stayed at the Channing House and on July 26, they 
participated in a street parade along with the Cincinnati Light Guard and a battery of the Sixth Regiment of 
Pennsylvania which was reviewed by the mayor of Philadelphia and a number of military officers. That 
evening, they attended a concert by Emperor William’s German Military Band at Offenbach Sum Garden. 


On July 27, they took the train for New York where they were met by Company A of the Ninth Regiment. 
That evening, they attended a concert by the famous Gilmore’s Band at Gilmore’s Garden. After spending 
another day in New York, they embarked on the Hudson steamer C. Vibbard for the trip up the river to 
Albany where they were met by Company A of the Tenth Regiment and a military band. That evening, the 
Union Cornet Band gave a concert in Albany for Adjutant-General Townsend and Assistant Adjutant- 
General Taylor before leaving for Buffalo. 


They were met at Buffalo’s Central depot the following day by companies B and C of the Seventy-Fourth 
Regiment and by the cavalry troop who escorted them to the North William Street Armory. According to 
the Buffalo Commercial Advertiser, “The boys are unanimous in their statement that they have had a 
magnificent time, and to judge from the complimentary notices of the Philadelphia papers, they must have 
done themselves great credit and created a very favorable impression. The excellent band, which gave 
numerous concerts, also came in for it’s due share of praise.” On the following Wednesday evening, August 
2, the band resumed it’s regular schedule of summer evening concerts at Schenkelberger’s Hall.

Benefit performances were often given by the band for different causes. On Thursday evening, September 
20, 1877, the band gave a concert at Kehr's Hall for the benefit of one of their own members, Mr. Frank 
Andrle, "who is much in need of this assistance, in consequence of protracted illness." At his funeral in 
December of that year, "the members of the Union Cornet Band were present as mourners, and the remains 
were escorted to Pine-Hill Cemetery by the Germania, Miller's, Kehr's and Young's bands.” 


After the break-up of the Union Cornet Band in (18857), some of the members joined the Young's Band. 


EARLY BAND ACTIVITY IN THE BUFFALO AREA 
c 1992 by Mark Jones 


The Buffalo, NY area has a rich heritage of band activity. This article will deal with 
its early beginnings up to the Civil War Era. 


The Buffalo Village Band 

During the fall of 1824, fourteen of Buffalo's leading citizens met to plan activities 
which would carry the village through the long winter months. The first of their decisions 
was for the formation of a "Band of Music" for the Village of Buffalo(incorporated as a 
village in 1816). 

It was agreed that funds necessary for the purchase of instruments and music would be 
raised through subscriptions. The Subscription List stated the following: 

"We the subscribers desirous of establishing a Band of Music in the Village of 
Buffalo agree to pay the small sum set opposite our names, for the purpose of increasing 
the amount already raised($36.00) to a sum sufficient to furnish said band with 
instruments and books of music. Said instruments and books to be the property of the 
Village of Buffalo."/ 

Forty citizens signed the list and instruments and music books were purchased from 
Minell and Hastings in Utica, New York for $102.00. 

The future band members each signed an agreement before taking possession of their 
instruments. 

"Reed Buffalo 29th Sept. 1824 Of the Trustees of the Village of Buffalo by the 
hand of William Ketchum one clarinet (value seven dollars) which I promise to return to 
them when demanded or pay the value thereof. 

Orlando Allen"2 

Besides Mr. Allen, the band included George Camp and Samuel Pratt, who also played 
clarinet, Curtis Gregory, Willis Mills, and Franklin Ransom, bassoon players, and William 
Ketchum, a flutist as well as a Village Trustee. 

The Band performed for several important events in 1825. On June 3, the Buffalo 
Village Band was included in a reception committee aboard the steamer "Superior" which 
escourted General Lafayette to Buffalo. 

On Friday, June 17, the Band was part of a procession to the gallows for the hanging 
of three Thayer brothers. For this solemn event, "Roslyn Castle" was performed(The 
Buffalo & Erie County Historical Society has some "momentos" of this event). Governor 
Clinton and Lieutenant Governor Tallmadge came to Buffalo on October 25 for the 
opening ceremonies of "Clinton's Ditch"(Erie Canal). Once again, the Village Band took 
part in the festivities. 

Several instruments of this first band still exist at the Buffalo & Erie County Historical 
Society, including an Anon. Clarion horn, a soprano flute made by Wm. Whitely of Utica 
and played by Mr. Allen, and a clarinet made again by Wm. Whitely of Utica. The author 
had a brass Bass Horn that was found in an attic in Buffalo and could have also been of 
this band.

Little is mentioned in regard to this band after 1825. It can only be assumed that the 
organization continued to take part in important village affairs until the eventual formation 
of many ethnic and military bands brought about its demise. 

1830-1865 

It is known that many theaters were in existance in Buffalo as early as 1821. Theaters 
which were popular during this period include the Buffalo Theater, the Eagle St. Theater, 
St. James Hall, Court Hall, and Clinton's Hall. Although these establishments featured 
mainly acting troupes and opera companies, bands were occasionally booked. 

Buffalo's first music store opened in 1827. It was owned and operated by James D. 
Sheppard (and eventually became known as "Denton's"). In 1832(the first year of the 
CITY of Buffalo), Mr. Sheppard held a "Grand Concert" which included a band 
conducted by him.3 In 1836, Sheppard advertises "Musical Instruments...includes flutes, 
clarinets, flageolets, horns, bugles, etc. of all the best makers in the U.S.".4 The Ford 
Museum of Michigan has a Bb Keyed Bugle stamped "Meacham & Pond, Albany, for J. 
D. Sheppard, Buffalo".5 

In the Buffalo Patriot on July 5th, 1837, a wood cut is featured which shows the 
celebrated traveling Boston Brass Band-with bugler Edward Kendall-riding horses AND 
an elephant while playing their instruments. They led a traveling exibition of a collection 
of zoological animals that were going around the country and were to stop in Buffalo on 
July 17-19 of 1837. The Band also played a concert on the 19th at Court Hall. Kendall 
and his band are mentioned by S. M. Welch's Home History as coming to Buffalo in July 
of 1838, and the Buffalo Evening Post of July 5, 1855 talks of Kendall's upcoming arrival. 

The Buffalo City Directory of 1839 lists the Washington Guards' Brass Band, which it 
says was founded in February of 1838. Thomas Cook was its leader, and it was attached 
to the Washington Guards. 

Francis Johnson's Band of Philadelphia6 came to Buffalo in July of 1839 and 
accommpanied the Buffalo City Guards on a visit to Detroit. The Buffalo & Erie County 
Historical Society have a silver cup given for the City Guards on this occasion. Johnson, 
the famed American black keyed bugle player(who was born in 1792) and composer, 
returned on Oct. 8 of 1839 and performed at the American Hotel two premieres that he 
wrote entitled: Buffalo City Guards March, and Recollections of Buffalo Quick Step. In 
1842, he came back and played a concert that was reviewed by_The Commercial 
Advertiser & Journal on Oct. 8th. It was impressed with the concert, especially his 
performance of his "Bird Waltz". 

In neighboring Niagara County, the Middleport Band is mentioned as playing for a big 
political rally for President Martin Van Buren.7 The Band is mentioned again as being 
joined by the Medina Band for a temperance meeting and parade in 1841.8

Band music for entertainment was growing rapidly in Buffalo. Delano, Lebrun & 
Cook's Band9 (later Cook & Delano Band) and Hicks Band/0 are mentioned as being 
engaged to perform for Social Balls. Likewise, The Buffalo Brass Band//, Cornish's 
Band, and Hammond's Band/2 are all talked about as being the entertaimment on 
steamboat pleasure excursions in the 1840's. 

The Commercial Advertiser & Journal on October 8th of 1844 has an ad from the 
music dealer George Prince saying that he was the agent for Graves & Co. Musical (brass) 
Instruments and he had just recieved Bass Trombacellos in Eb and F, Keyed Bugles of 9 
Keys in Eb and Bb and Post Homs in Bb. The author once owned a Graves Bb Baritone 
Trombacello that he found in Erie County. 

A Cotillion Band is mentioned named "Palmer's Cotillion Band" as playing for the 
Annual Ball of Company B, Bflo. City Guards on New Year's Day at the Eagle Street 
Theater/3 and a visiting group from Cleveland, Leland's Celebrated Brass Band, was 
engaged for a July 4 activity on White's Island in the Niagara River. /4 

During the 1840's and 1850's, Buffalo experienced an influx of foreigners, 
predominately Poles, Germans, and Italians. Out of these many groups came ethnic 
musical organizations including the Germania Society, which had its own chorus and a 23- 
piece band, and the Irish's Emerald Brass Band. 

For the period of 1850-60, the Buffalo Morning Express lists advertisements for area 
bands, including the following: 

July 2, 1850- "Rhoner's Celebrated Brass Band-fifteen in number-will be in attendance 
(at Morris' Gardens) and give musical entertainment." 

July 1, 1851- "Musica Vox Dei est-The Union Brass Band respectfully informs the 
citizens of Buffalo and vicinity that they are prepared to furnish music for the funerals, 
processions, excursions, etc.." —_ 

December 24, 1860- "Johnson's Full Band will play on January Ist, 1861 for the 
Masquerade Ball at Kremlin Hall." 

Other popular bands in the early 1850's were Delvecchio's (which included several 
groups as well as an orchestra), Noverre & Barnhart Cornett & Cotillion Band, and 
Poppenberg's Brass & String Band led by Albert Poppenberg-who was also the leader of 
the early Buffalo Philharmonic Society Orchestra. The Historical Society has an 
ophecleide- an early tuba-that was used in this group.

In July, 1854, the Express first mentions a band called the Union Comet Band (later 
Ste Union -omet Reed Band). This group was prominent in the Buffalo area before, 
during, and after the Civil War. In September of 1861, the band left town and became the 
band of the 21st NYS Regiment in the War and stayed with the group until August of 
1862, when they returned home. The members included Peter Cramer, Jr., leader; F. 
Federlein, Philip Young, H ee H. Nebrich, Philip Kehr, P. Interbitzen, D. Nebrich 
: uggins, O. Kuehn, Joseph Young, J. Shottner, F. Jacky, 
Thomas Dodds, F. ee and Peter Young. The leaders tithe, Peter Cramer Sr. 


was a wealthy businessman who helped finance the band while they were in B 


orchestra was also part of the organization, whose director was Louis Plogsted ats 
eventually took over the band). Besides playing for various parades and private parties, 


the Union Comet Band also performed at the Grand Military Festival (1859) and for the 
opening of Buffalo's street railway in 1860.75 The band also played for funerals and _ 
sarades Tor soldiers Garg the War, Frank Cipolla, retired band director at SUNY at 
Buffalo, has discovered an instrument catalog of the celebrated instrument maker Isaac 
Fiske from 1861. This catalog contains a testimonial from Peter Cramer Jr., leader of the 
Band, dating from 12/20/1860. He states his great satisfaction with the instruments that 
the band got from Fiske./6 The author had a presentation comet of Fiske's that 
piece of sheet music called "Parade March of D Co." that stated "played by the Union 
Comat Band" Iewas pubished n Buffalo 1874-—SSC*CS*~CSCS 
~~ "Two entertaing Bands are advertised in the Buffalo Daily Courier. In Jan. of 1856, 
"Collin's Band" played at the Annual Festival of Excelsior Hose Co. No. IV. In Jan. of 
1860, "J.H. Burch's Lancers & Quadrille Band" played at the Franklin Festival. 

In Niagara County, the Niagara Falls Brass Band is mentioned as giving a concert in 
Colt Hall in the Falls on January 7th, 1858.17 The Cataract House Band is also 
mentioned/8 as playing songs, including Yankee Doodle, at the Cave in the Winds! The 
Li Daily A 1 D rat in July of 1859 lists the Buffalo Cotillion Band, 
Papworth's Band, and the Lockport Brass Band as performing in Lockport. The Lockport 
(City) Brass Band is described as disbanding in 1861 and were selling their instruments, 
much to the regret of the citizens of this area. /9 It is not known if they did this in order to 
enlist in the War effort. 

Bands that are mentioned20 of playing in the City of Buffalo during the Civil War that 
were new to the area include: Young's Band, Frank's Band, Washington Brass Band, 
Leroy Band, Cattaraugus Indian Band, Beamesville Band, International Band, Akron 
Band, Smithville Band, Seneca Indian Band, and two visiting bands--Peter's Comet Band 
and Nosher's Military Band.

Other small brass bands of the area continued to entertain citizens, such as the 
Hamburg Comet Band, the Gowanda Brass Band (which played "Hail Columbia" as a 
send off for the area men of that town who were going off to the Civil War), and the 
Bergholz Brass Band---made up of German settlers who came to this country in the 1850's 
and played brass band music for their church services. The band continued through the 
late 1800's. 

It is known that band activity i the Buffalo area continued to develope greatly after 
the Civil War. On July 5, 1865, The Buffalo Moming Express lists the following bands in_ 
attendance at the Independence Day Parade: Miller's Band, Union Cornet Band, Indian 
National Brass Band, International Band, 65th(National Guard) Regiment Band, Hook & 
Ladder Co. #1 Drum Corps., Hamilton Battery Band, The Butcher Band, and The White's 
Comers Band. 

All in all, the Buffalo area contributed much to the great band movement of the 
early/mid 1800's.

In Philadelphia. 


The headquarters of the company while in Philadelphia, as we 
have before stated, were at the Channing House of course. The 
men devoted as much time as possible to the Exhibition. A 
pleasing feature of the visit was a street parade on Wednesday 
afternoon, together with the Cincinnati Light Guard and a 
battery of the Sixth Regiment of Pennsylvania. On Broad Street 
the line wad reviewed by the Mayor of Philadelphia and a number 
of military officers. On Wednesday evening the company 
proceeded in a body to the Offenbach Sum Garden, to hear a 
concert by the celebrated German Military Band of Emperor 
William. On Thursday afternoon, according to the programme, 
the company took the train for New York, which city was reached 
after a pleasant ride through New Jersey. 


In New York. 
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On crossing the North River Ferry, the visitors were received 
by Company "A" of the Ninth Regiment, and escorted to the Turn 
Hall on Fourth Street, where they had previously arranged to 
stop. Company "G" was very handsomely treated by members of 
the New York Company named, who in the evening escorted them to 
Gilmore's Garden, where they had the pleasure of hearing a 
concert by Gilmores famous band. After the concert the New 
Yorkers again took our boys in tow, and brought up at the 
Armory, where they were entertained in the most Hospitable 
Manner. On Friday Captain Bamberg was obliged to leave for 
home, owing to the receipt of a telegraph announcing the 
serious illness of one of his small children. 


Up the Hudson. 


On Saturday morning the Company embarked on the Hudson steamer 
C. Vibbard for Albany, and the voyage up the historic and 
beautiful river, was one of the most delightful experiences of 
the entire trip. The splendid scenery, &c., was duly enjoyed, 
and Albany was safely reached at 6 o'clock in the evening. 


In Albany. 


The Company were received at the wharf by Company "A" of the 
Tenth Regiment, and a military band, and escorted to the 
address of welcome, which was responded to by Lt. Zacher. In 
the course of the evening the Union Cornet Band serenaded 
Adjutant-—-General Townsend and Assistant Adjutant-General 
Taylor. The start for home was made at 11:35 P.M., and company 
arrived on time yesterday, as stated. 

We have merely outlined the doings of the excursionists 
above, but enough is given to show that the week must have 
been one of unalloyed pleasure, and thus the grand object of 
the excursion was completed.

Conducted Orchestra Once 


Anderle, himself, conducted an orchestra once. He was eight 
years old. The oldest members of his orchestra had attained 
the ripe years of 12 or 14. They were sons of former pupils of 
Anderle's father, another Francis. 


The elder Anderle studied music at the University of Prague, 
Austria, and many were the Buffalo musicians who learned to 
play under his guidance --Joseph Kuhn, Emil Wahle, and Carl 
Mischka, among them. i 


He was a member of the old Union Cornet band of Buffalo which 
played at the Philadelphia Centennial in 1876, and gave evening 
concerts on Wednesdays and Sundays. Grand concerts, those, out 
Main street in the Cold Spring district.

Jennie Lind came too, and Lillian Lehman, Clara Morris, Emma 
Thursby, and later Emma Snow, Agnes Huntington, Pauline Hall, 
Fritzey Schie, and Mary Stone, the whistler of classical music. 
Those were great nights in the memory of those who have 
followed the city's musical history. 


Otto Francis Anderle remembers the singing festivals sponsored 
by the Buffalo Liedertafel, Saengerbund, and Orpheus when from 
1200 to 1500 trained voices joined in one mighty chorus. He, 
himself, was a member of the Orpheus for 14 years.

Orchestras of 12 to 14 men 
besides the organ, accompanied large choirs of accomplished 
Singers. The First Presbyterian church and St. Louis" church, 
he remembers in particular, were noted for their fine music. 
Fred Lautz, Judge Lewis, the Dozert and Mischka families were 
active in musical circles, and Anna Mischka Iater won fame as 
an operatic singer. "Such musical efforts as these prompted a 
group of philanthropists to endow a Buffalo Symphony 
orchestra," Anderle recalls. "Among them were Hobart Weed and 
Fred Lautz." 


Of John Lund, as director, Anderle has the most cordial 
memories. "He was like a general of a great army. Lovers of 
music cannot forget him." At the time he was conductor of the 
orchestra, the programs contained an interpretation of the 
music being played. One might read while he listened. 


As other Buffalo music lovers, Anderle rejoices in the 
constantly increasing attendance at the concerts in All-High 
staudium. He considers the present orchestra a worthy 
successor to the notable musical groups in the city's past, and 
hopes that it may develop into a permanent organization.

Mr. Louis H. Plogsted, whose name is so well 
rand favorably known in musical circlesin Western 
New-York, was born in this city in 1848. He 
attributes the fact of his being a musician toa 
jmere chance, At the age of ten years he was in 
ithe city of Detroit with his parents. One of his 
playmates had two flutes, both in a dilapidated | 
condition. The other boy gave little Plogsted 
‘one of theinstruments and he forthwith began to 
practice on it. His father, J. F. E. Plogsted, 
fafterward captain in the 49th N. Y. Volunteers, and 
killed in May, 1861, at the battle of Spottsylvania, 
pes so pleased with the youngster’s first efforts, 
hat, being himself a respectable amateur flute- 
jplayer, he determined his boy should have a mu- 
rsical education, Mr. Plogsted’s first instrument 
twas the flute, and his first instructors were Prof. 
'Graul of Detroit and Prof. Federlein of Buffalo. 
He subsequently went through a course of study 
in harmony and on the pianoforte. In 1865, then
